To create a board ol* mental hygiene j 
to consist of five to be named by the 
Governor, to take over the duties of 
the State Board of Charities relative 
to insane, feeble-minded, drug victims 
and institutions therefor. 

Establishing system of municipal 
liens, in first class townships, for re- 
moval of snow, ice, etc.; regulating 
cost of repair of turnpikes, when taken 
over by counties; regulating assess- 
ments in borough, first and seconu 
class townsbips. 

A bill was presented by Mr. Stit.es. 
Montgomery, providing that hanks 
and trust companies formed under 
State laws may establish sub-agencies 
for receiving and paying out money 
and requiring assets to and full re- 
ports to be sent to main offices at the 
close of each business day.

Foreign countries recog- 
nize and r.espect it and its ensign, in 
peace of war. It belongs to you. It is 
a voluntary organization of the peo- 
ple of the United States for your pro- 
tection. If you lived in Dayton, Ohio, 
when the whole cjty was washed away 
and the vandals came in as the water 
receded from your mined home and 
drowned neighbors, you would know 
the Red Cross. It was in command 
It supplied food and houses and nurses 
and business and protection; money 
and trained men. and meat and drink. 
| "That is, it had these ready and in 
order, because the people of America 
belonged to it. and had willingly paid 
their teas and answered their call.

District. calling themselves "Tip? 
American Association of the Red 
Cross/ 

"This country did not even sign the 
treaty until 1882, and this question, 
which any one to-day will recognize 
goes to the vitals of the nation, did 
not become of national concern until 
1900. Meantime, of course, this asso- 
ciation struggled on as a kind of pri- 
vate charity, undertaking the impos- 
sible, and bravely assuming the duties 
of the vhole people. It changed its 
name to the American Red Cross in 
1893. 

"During these years, the concep- 
tion of the scope of the work which 
should be donie by such a national body 
was greatly enlarged. War is not the 
only scourge of mankind that over- 
whelms beyond the hope of private 
charity. The arrival of the Red Oross 
with supplies and charity — which, in- 
cidentally, was merely assumed by in- 
herent fitness, after the fashion of Ad 
mirable Crichton— at the appalling 
scene of the Johnstown Flood created 
an impression and prestige that has 
never been forgotten. It became evi- 
dent to all thinking men that it was 
not only essential to be ready for 
national disaster, to make it some- 
body's business to be ready; but that 
it would be criminal negligence not 
to he ready. 

"Obviously this concens the whole 
people. And they are glad enough to 
respond to an appeal. Money and 
volunteers are plentiful in time of 
dramatic disaster. But it was not until 
the Red Cross took command that 
there was any system or method or 
efficiency or results to be had. 

"Well, that is a digression. But it 
leads to your two dollars For those 
days of groping are gone. The pro- 
posals made by Dunant are now ac- 
cepted by all civilized people as a mat- 
ter of course. The brassard and flag
